The Venerable Bede’s Chair. 


In the ancient Saxon church of St. 
Paul, Jarrow-on-Tyne, England. may 
be seen the chair used centuries ago 
by the Venerable liede, Notwithstand- 
ing ita very great age, it is in an ex- 
cellent state, but will hardly bear 
comparison with the luxurious upho!- 
stery of the present day. The Ven- 
erable Bede, or Beda, was an Knglish 
monk and ecclesiastical historian, born 
at Monkwearmouth in the abbey 
which, together with that of Jarrow, 
he spent his life, devoted to quiet 
learning His most important work 
is the “Ecclesiastical Histery of Eng- 
j land,” written in Latin, and trans-

grave: “Hac Sunt in Fossa Bedae.
